HUMBUG IN BOOKSELLING. 


As a rule the ‘‘ Astounding Bargains in 
Books,” advertised by syndicates and de- 
partment stores in this country and abroad, 
are not nearly so ‘‘ astounding” as their pro- 
moters would wish them to apptar, nor are the 
alleged philanthropic schemes in business 
usually governed entirely by that undiluted 
concern for others’ welfare which their inven- 
tors would have the gullible public believe. 
We have on several occasions given proof of 
this assertion ; and now the officers of five 
English booksellers’ associations assail the 
claim made for the London 7imes’s reprint of 
the ‘‘ Encyclopedia Britannica,” and point out 
its weakness to the public in a letter to the 
London Athencum. The letter states the facts 
very clearly, and as its strictures apply even 


more pertinently to the reprints of the same 


work hawked about in this country by news- 
paper syndicates we reprint it verbatim : 


‘‘In aleaflet widely circulated in reference to 
the so-called Zimes Reprint of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, the following statement appears: 


‘** The publishers’ price forthe ‘ Encyclopzdia Britan- 
nica’ was £37. The Times found it possible to do away 
with one very large item of expense. In the ordinary 
way, whena man pays £37 for a book. he really only 
gives the publisher £20 or ae and he spends fioor £15 
in hiring a man to persuade him tobuy the book. When 
he (the purchaser) paysthe bookseller £37 for the ‘ En- 
cyclopedia Britannica’ he has the fullest sense of luxury. 
But the man whose means are not unlimited wants the 
book itself, and if he could save money by taking it from 
the binder’s hands without the intervention of the book- 
seller, he would gladly sacrifice the pleasant half hour 
intheshop. Thisis what 7ke Times enables him to do, 
For £16 (in the cloth binding), instead of £37—less than 
half price—he may now secure the complete 25 volumes 
of the ninth edition of the ‘ Encyclopedia Britannica.’”’ 


‘* As these statements are calculated to injure 
the interests of booksellers, we think it right 
to place the following facts before the public: 
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‘‘1. The first volume of this edition was pub. 
| lished in 1875, and the lastin 1889. The price 
of £37 was therefore spread over fifteen years, 
and was subject to the usual discount for cash, 

‘2. In 1895 the publishers, while retaining 
| the nominal price of £37, so reduced the price 
to booksellers that any purchaser could procure 
a copy, carriage paid, through the booksellers, 
for £18. Many copies were sold at this price; 
but latterly it was felt that even the later vol. 
umes were becoming out of date, and most 
booksellers ceased to put it into stock. 

‘*3. A few months ago the publishers jp. 
formed the booksellers that the price of the 
‘Encyclopedia’ had been restored to £37, 
and immediately afterwards came the an. 
nouncement that a ‘great opportunity’ was 
offered tothe public of buying the ‘ Encyclo. 
pedia’ at less than half-price through 7%, 
Times. By having the price thus raised again, 
the American Syndicatc, who are co-operating 
with Zhe Times and the publishers in the 
matter, were able to advertise that the price 
had been reduced from £37 to £16, or £16 165, 
if not paid cash. It would not have suited 
them to say that it had been reduced from £18 
(carriage paid) to £16 16s. (carriage not paid). 

‘*4. Although the date 1898 is stamped on 
the back of Zhe Times reprint, the book is not 
‘up to date,’ as may be seen from the fact 
that tothe article on Africa a note is added: 
‘ The above article was completed before it was 
known with certainty that the saddest event 
(the death of Dr. Livingstone) in the history of 
African exploration had occurred.’ 

‘‘s5, Anyone who compares the paper, print, 
and binding of Zhe Zimes reprint with the 
original edition. will agree that the edition sup- 
plied through the booksellers at £18 was much 
better value than Zhe 7imes reprint.” 


It is not surprising that the English book- 
sellers look askance on this new system of book- 
selling. They desire to know where this new 
species of trading will stop! Attacked from 
below by the ‘‘ stores,” and from above by the 
syndicates and newspaper publishers—such as 
the Harmsworths with their ‘‘ Hundred Best 
Books’’— worried by the discount question, 
and lectured by everyone, the English book- 
seller is beginning to consider his lot the 
reverse of a happy one. No doubt these 
new schemes will divert a large amount of 
money from ordinary bookselling channels in 
England, as they have done, and are doing 
now, in this country. But our English con- 
freres must make up their minds to face these 
and still greater cuts into their business. 
Capital is both powerful and selfish, and now 
that newspaper proprietors have descended to 
using their columns to solicit direct business 
under the excuse of ‘‘ popularizing knowledge” 
they are certain to extend their operations. 
However, in much sorrow there ought to be 
much wisdom, and if the bookseller is 
awakened to a livelier sense of his own inter 
ests and the needs of the public it will be well 
In time the publisher, also, will realize that 
these means of ‘‘ popularizing knowledge " at 
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causing him as great a loss by diverting money 
from ordinary bookselling channels as this 
fact causes the bookseller. 





THE ‘‘holiday season” will last just one 
week longer, and the bookseller and his assist- 
ants will therefore need to unite their efforts to 
clear the shelves of stock that may be dead a 
year hence. Never has good judgment and 
faith in books that promised to become “‘sell- 
ers” been so amply rewarded as during this 
season—a number of good books having already 
gone quite out of print. Although everything 
seemed to point to a big business during the 
fall and holidays, the publishers, as a rule, 
were conservative with their manufacturing 
orders. Consequently the timid booksellers, 
and those who expected to duplicate their orders 
later, have been left in the lurch. 





Books are becoming more and more popular 
as holiday gifts, and the bookseller, according 
to all reports, has been kept busier than for 
some years past to supply the demand. The 
department stores made a stronger bid than ever 
for the patronage of the bookbuying class; but, 
with one or two exceptions, theit competition 
did not materially affect the bookstores. The 
educated bookbuying public is beginning to 
learn that the book advertising of the depart- 
ment store means little or nothing, and it prefers 
to shop under more favorable conditions than 


prevail inthe bazaars crowded with ‘bustling 


and pushing sightseers and shoppers. Even 
in the excepted cases the ‘‘ drives ” were made 
chiefly in the cheap reprints and.in Christmas 
catds. At least such is the account the trade 
in New York gives of itself. We hope thatthe 
state of affairs in other parts of the country was 
equally favorable. 





DO THE COVERS SELL THE, BOOK? 


WHAT makes an exquisitely tender and 
pathetic story successful, its own intrinsic 
merits or colored covers? Apparently the 
covers, judging from the late Mrs. Ewing’s 
experiences with ‘‘ Jackanapes.”’ In arecently 
published letterto Edward Thring Mrs. Ewing 
wrote concerning this book: ‘‘ It has taken me 
three years to secure Mr. Caldecott (whose 
genius in his own line I reckon unique in his 
generation !), He is so busy and so fragile. 
But I did get him; and he. has done nearly 
three times the number of designs the S. P. C. 
K. asked for, in his thoroughness and his kind 
wish to please me. . . . I polished the text to 
my utmost, and now the S. P.C. K. says that 
‘the trade’ says it is not worth a shilling ! The 
secretary informs methat the booksellers refuse 
it en masse, and I must have it bound in colored 
boards at once.” The colored boards were put 
on, and, strange to say, served well their pur- 
pose—twenty thousand copies of the beautiful 
little book were sold in less than two months. 


PRINTED CARDS FOR A UNIVERSAL 
BIBLIOGRAPHY. 


THE Institut International de Bibliographie 
of Brussels has recently issued a circular stat- 
ing that it desires to put in circulation cards 
for a universal bibliographical index without 
waiting till the plan of such an index is abso- 
lutely perfected, and that it therefore has ar- 
ranged for the issue of cards of the index on 
the following conditions: 


Minimum fixed fee for the first 5 cards...1 franc. 
Hach subsequent Care... ccccceccecees 10 centimes. 


Transmission gratis. Terms of payment: 
cash, by postal order. When the number of 
cards relating to a single given question ex- 
ceeds 50 (or 5.50 francs), the institute will ad- 
vise the inquirer of that fact before undertak- 
ing the work, so as to prevent misunderstand- 
ing. 

Subscribers to these cards are requested to 
bear in mind that the universal] bibliographical 
index has been started very recently, and that, 
consequently, on the majority of subjects the 
intelligence it comprises is still incomplete. 
Even in its present state it can, however, bring 
forward a considerable contribution to biblio- 
graphical researches of every kind. and this 
contribution will become each day more impor- 
tant. It is requested that inquirers will ac- 
company requests for information with a list of 
all the titles which they themselves already 
possess uponthe subject in question. In this 
way they will avoid useless expense, that list 
being simply verified and completed, and they 
will enrich the universal bibliographical index 
with titles that might possibly be lacking from it.

A PUBLISHING RECORD. 


THE success of Bismarck’s *‘ Recollections” 
is unprecedented in Germany. Towards the 
end of the week, December 3, 318,000 copies 
had been ordered, representing a value of 
nearly six and a half million marks—$1,625,- 
ooo. At present nocopies are to be had, and 
of those ordered only two-thirds have been sup- 
plied. The great Leipzig bookbinding firm of 
Fritzsche required the following quantities of 
material to bind the work : 1024 cwts. of paste- 
board, over 18,000 yards of cloth for the cloth 
edition, 400 calf-skins for fancy editions, 65,000 
sheets of gold brocade, 18,500 marks’ worth of 
gold, and 14,000 marks’ worth of glue. The 
manipulation of this material occupied 732 
work-people four weeks, and the binding took 
15 days.

A PLEA FOR PLAIN LETTERING ON THE 
BACKS CF BOOKS, 
Boston, Mass., December 17, 1898. 


To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

DEAR Sir: Allday long, and every day inthe 
Boston Public Library, a number of men and 
women surround the bookcase devoted to the 
newest publications, straining their eyes in the 
almost impossible task of deciphering the 
titles and authors’ names which are stamped 
on the backs of the books. In numerous pub- 
lic libraries and similar institutions all over 
the world the same sight may be witnessed, 
the same disgust is felt at the difficulty nearly 
everyone basin reading the titles on the ma- 
jority of the volumes. The people grumble 
and go away, but it is time someone put ina 
plea on behalf of the patient public for plain 
and legible lettering on the backs of books. 

It has been gravely urged that no copyright 
should be granted to a book published without 
an index ; the same penalty should attach to 
the publication of a book of which the title and 
author’s name are not legibly and clearly 
stamped on back and side. 

The fads and fashions of artists who con- 
centrate all their efforts on an original and 
fantastic design first, and think of the lettering 
last, if at all—or if they do think of it as hav- 
ing any importance, exercise all theiringenuity 
to render it illegible—ought to be curbed and 
controlled by the publishers far more than they 
are—in their own interestsas well as in that of 
their patrons. Much of the present day let- 
tering on books is based neither on practical 
considerations nor common-sense principles.

COPYRIGHT RELATIONS WITH SPAIN. 


IN the treaty of peace recently signed at 
Paris by the representatives of Spain and the 
United States, Article x11I. provides that ‘‘ Lit- 
erary, artistic, and industrial rights of prop- 
erty acquired by Spaniards in Cuba, Porto 
Rico, the Philippines, and other territories 
ceded on the interchange of ratifications of 
this treaty shall continue to be respected, 
Spanish scientific, literary, and artistic works 
whichshall not be dangerous to public order in 
said territories shall continue entering therein 
with freedom from all customs duties for a pe- 
riod of ten years dating from the interchange 
of the ratifications of this treaty.” 

SHEETS OR PLATES OF A COPYRIGHTED 
BOOK CANNOT BE IMPORTED. 


THE Treasury Department, on the 14th inst., 
decided that the printed sheets of a book copy- 
righted in this country, although not bound in 
form of a volume, cannot be imported into the 
United States without violation of the copy- 
rightlaw. The same rule is held to apply to 
the plates from which a copyrighted book is to 
be printed here. 


ZS AN AUTOMATIC ORGAN PERFORMANCE 
AN INFRINGEMENT OF COPYRIGHT? 


A NOVEL copyright case recently came up in 
a London court. A music publisher sued a 
manufacturer.of piano organs for infringement 
of copyright. The defendant argued that 
there was no infraction of the law, asthe music 
had not been published, but merely had been 
produced on his organ by means of perforated 
sheets of cardboard. The point of law raised 
was so novel that the case was adjourned. 


IMPORTATION OF COPYRIGHTED MUSIC. 


Tue Collector of Customs at Chicago, on 
the 16th inst., reported to the Treasury De- 
partment that he had received by mail from 
Canada two packages of music, a part of which 
violated the copyright law, and was therefore 
subject to destruction. He asked the depart- 
ment if the packages should be separated, 
allowing the legally-entered pieces to be deliv- 
ered to the addressees. Assistant Secretary 
Howell replied that it should be so separated, 
provided that it was imported under the pro- 
visions of the parcel-post convention with 
Canada, or, if not, on payment of a fine equal 
to the duty. 


SUIT TO RESTRAIN REPRINT OF CASSELL & 
COS DICTIONARIES. 


A suIT was entered in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, at Trenton, N. J., on the rath inst., 
by Cassell & Co., Ltd., publishers, of London, 
England, against the Mershon Company, of 
Rahway, N. J. The complainants allege that 
the Rahway company has infringed their rights 
by placing on the market certain dualistic lan- 
guage dictionaries in English and German and 
English and French.. They claim that these 
are cheap imitations, produced by photographic 
processes, of the publications of Cassell & Co., 
being infringements on the style of dress, 
bindings, title-pages, and designations used by 
the complainants. Cassell & Co. pray foran 
injunction against the Mershon Company, and 
also for damages for past infringements. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 


HARLAN P. HALsky, the ‘‘Old Sleuth” of the 
famous dime novel detective series, died sud- 
denly on the 16th inst., at his home in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., aged sixty-one. Mr. Halsey be- 
gan to write stories when sixteen years old, 
and succeeded during his lifetime in turning 
out nearly 650 novels. It'is said that he 
earned nearly $500,0c.0 in this way and that

Although he early! on the Northern Central Railway between 


a year for his work. 
made a living by his pen, it was not until he 
appeared as ‘‘Old Sleuth” in the story of 
‘‘Oid Sleuth, or, the mystery of Bay Ridge,” 
that he laid the foundations of his fame and 
fortune. The book achieved a reputation, and 
George Munro asked the author how soon he 
could turn out another like it. ‘‘In three or 
four days,” said the writer. ‘Can you keep 
on writing ’em at that rate?’ the publisher asked. 
‘Call it once a week,” the other suggested. 
An agreement was made, and soon the shop- 
windows were full of the ‘‘ Old Sleuth” detec- 
tive series. The high-minded, heroic, and 
uniformly successful detective became the hero 
of half the schoolboys who could raise a dime 
to buy a copy of the series or borrow the book 
from a more fortunate mate. In all these 
novels virtue was invariably and gloriously 
triumphant and vice landed in a ready grave, 
or at least in State prison, which desirable 
culmination did not save the stories from the 
reprehension of stern parents and forbidding 
school-teachers and librarians. Intime the 
Old Sleuth Series came to an end, butthe author 
kept to his pseudonym and turned out other 
stories. Oneof thesecrystallized intothe Secret 
Service Series. Inbehalf of his tales the author, 
according tothe New York Sum, was wontto re- 
mark that they were true enough to life, only 
the events were rather thickened. A friend once 
asked him where he gotallhis plots. ‘‘ Straight 
from real life, via the newspapers,” said he; 
‘I'm a constant reader of the papers and I re- 
member all thecurious incidents that I read. 
Then when I come to write, the curious inci- 
dents go into the story as they occur to me.” 
One day was his record for the writing of a 
complete tale, and he would often say that the 
Strain was such as no man of wisdom should 
repeat. It was his opinion that a man couldn't 
do himself justice, for a story of say 150,000 to 
200,000 words, in less than a week. His writ- 
ing was done at a marvellous rate of speed and 
with no less marvellous results as to chirog- 
raphy. Besides his detective stories, the author 


wrote of stage matters in an equally dashing. 


vein, and ‘‘George Christy, or, the fortunes 
of a minstrel”’ was a famous book in its time. 
He also wrote several serious historical works, 
and poems. In later years ‘‘Old Sleuth” be- 
came a publisher. Mr. Halsey in Brooklyn 
was well known as a financier of ability. He 
was one of the principal organizers of the Ham- 
ilton Trust Company and the Kings County 
Trust Company. When Seth Low appointed 
him to the Board of Education in 1885 there 
was much amusement and some comment that 
‘Old Sleuth,” against whom so many school- 
masters fulminated, should become identified so 
prominently with educational matters. _ But he 
Served for ten years, and proved himself an ac- 
ceptable member of the board and an upbuilder 
of the night-schools and drawing classes.

HENRY TAYLOR, for years in the book business 


| in Baltimore, Md., died at Los Angeles, Cali- 


fornia, on the 3d inst., aged sixty-eight. He 
was born in Stirling, Scotland, and when about 
eighteen years of age came tothis country, set- 
tling in Baltimore, where, with his brother 
William, he became engaged in the book busi- 
ness. In 1850 he purchased his brother’s inter- 
est in the business, and in 1852 sold out to 
Burgess, Taylor & Co. Taking up the express 
business, he became the first express messenger 


Baltimore and Harrisburg, and continued thus 
fora year ortwo. He then bought an interest 
in the news business of Gobright, Thorne & 
Abercrombie. Later he purchased the interests 
of Benjamin Burgess and Benjamin Day in 
the old company and formed a partnership with 
his brother William. This copartnership lasted 
but a short time, when Henry bought William's 
interest and conducted the business alone until 
1864, when he associated with himself his 
nephews, David and John Abercrombie, and 
the firm-name was changed to that of Henry 
Taylor & Co. In 1870 the Baltimore News 
Company was formed, with Mr. Taylor as 
manager. A few years later he bought an in- 
terest in the old Baltimore Gazette, but soon 
sold his interest and again became associated 
with the Baltimore News Company and re- 
mained until about ten years ago, when he 
retired from active life. After his retirement he 
travelled for several years in this country and 
Europe. 

THE Rev. Dr. Daniel Wise died at his home 
in Englewood, N. J.,onthe roth inst. Hewas 
born in Portsmouth, England, on January 10, 
1813, came to this country in 1833, and became 
a minister of the Methodist Episcopal church. 
For five years Dr. Wise was editor of the Sun- 
day- School Messenger, and later of Zion's Herald 
and other publications. From 1856 to 1872 he 
was Corresponding Secretary of the Methodist 
Sunday-Schooi Union and Tract Society, and 
editor of the Sunday-School Advocate, and also 
of all the Sunday-school and tract publications 
of the Methodist Episcopal church. Dr. Wise 
was the author of more than thirty religious 
works for young people. 


E1As Burr died December 13, at Lancaster, 
Pa., in his eightieth year. He was a native of 
Lancaster County, and for over fifty years was 
engaged in the hook and stationery business.

HENRI LEON EMILE LAVEDAN, author of 
‘* Mam’selle Vertu,’ ‘‘ Lydie,”’ ‘‘ Inconsolables,” 
‘* The Family,” ‘‘ The Descendants,” etc., was 
elected on the 8th inst. a member of the French 
Academy. M. Lavedan was born at Orleans 
in 1859, and began life as a newspaper writer, 
paying particular attention to ‘‘ high life” and 
boulevard society, which furnished him with 
material for a dozen volumes. ‘‘ Catherine,” 
the play that has met with such success on the 
New York stage, is from his pen. 


THE New York Sum says: ‘‘Col. Ingersoll 
has for years been the most prosperous of the 
lecturers, filling theatres as none had done since 
Beecher. But a new figure in the lecture field 
is Edward Bok, editor of Zhe Ladies’ Home 
Journal, and the newspapers in the South and 
West say that his audiences are the largest 
ever drawn in those parts of the country. In 
Charleston the line of ticket purchasers was 
more than a block long, while in two Western 
cities shifts were made from halls to the lar- 
gest theatres. Soit seems that the anti-Chris- 
tian lawyer has a sudden rival in the entirely 
orthodox editor.” 

Epwin PuGu, the author of ‘‘ Tony Drum,” 
was born in London in 1874, of old Welsh stock. 
Mr. Pugh is said to be a confirmed optimist 
and a keen sportsman. He became a story- 
teller at a very early age and sold a tale when 
only twelve years old. Whenstill quite young 
he injured his health through working fourteen 
hours a day in an iron foundry. At thirteen 
his father’s death left him the oldest of a large 
family, which he helped to support. Later he 
became a lawyer’s clerk in London. At six- 
teen he commenced literary work in earnest, 
and when twenty wrote ‘‘ A Street in Suburbia” 
in a fortnight, working after ‘‘ office hours.” 
A serious illness intervened before he was able 
to devote himself exclusively to literature. 
Then came his ‘‘ Man of Straw’”’ and ‘‘ King 
Circumstance,” both gaining for him a wider 
audience in England. 


‘*G6sTA BERLING,” by Miss Lagerléf, recently 
published by Little, Brown & Co., isthe author’s 
first book, and wastranslated as an experiment 
by Mrs. Flach, who came upon the book ac- 
cidentally. Since the publication of ‘‘ Gésta 
Berling,’’ Miss Lagerléf has written a collection 
of shortstoriesand ‘‘Antekrists Mirakler,” both 
of which are in process of translation by Mrs. 
Flach for publication here if the success of 
‘*Gésta”’ encourages their appearance. The 
scene of ‘‘Antekrists Mirakler”’ is laid in Sicily, 
in the region about Etna, and it is said that 
Miss Lagerléf’s studies in Italy were made pos- 
sible by the Crown Prince of Sweden, who has 
interested himself greatly in her work. Miss 
Lagerléf is said to be a woman of thirty-five or 
thereabouts, who is a teacher by profession, 
and that until very lately she has known by 
experience only the scenes and people of 
Varmland, in which she was born.

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LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 


Mrs. LELAND NoRTON and Jennie Van Allen, 
prime movers in the cat show held recently in 
Chicago, have published a book entitled 
‘Practical Pussyology, or, just a little about 
cats.” 


Ginn & Co. have nearly ready a work enti- 
tled ‘‘Seed Dispersal,” by Prof. W. J. Beal, of 
the Michigan Agricultural College. In nearly 
all cases the author gives in considerable detail 
the results of his own observations regarding 
the specific methods by which seeds and fruits 
are transported from place to place. Generally 
under each particular mode of dispersion, a 
number of plants having similar peculiarities 
are named, as suitable for original work by the 
reader. 


D.C. HEATH & Co. will publish at once a 
new ‘‘High School Hymnal,” compiled by 
Irving Emerson, director of music in the High 
School of Hartford, Conn. The book contains 
hymns and tunes of the highest: order of ex- 
cellence, together with about thirty Scripture 
selections for responsive readings. They also 
announce an edition of Moliére’s ‘‘ Le Bour- 
geois Gentilhomme,” with introduction and 
notes by Prof. M. Warren, of Adelbert College, 
and lecturer of Johns Hopkins University. 


VELHAGEN & KLASING, of Bielefeld, Prussia» 
have just issued the English version of Part I: 
of their Monographs on Artists, by the distin™ 
guished art critic, Professor H. Knackfuss. 
Each volume of the series, which is designed 
to furnish a complete history of the great 
periods of art, will be completein itself. Both 
the letter-press and the illustrations of Part1., 
which is devoted to Raphael, are excellently 
got up, and the translation, by Campbell Dodg- 
son, seems to be admirably done. The Eng- 
lish publishers of the work are H. Grevel 
& Co. 


DowneEY & Co., London, will publish next 
year ‘‘Gerald Fitzgerald, the Chevalier,” a 
novel by Charles Lever, that appeared as a 
serial in the Dublin University Magazine in the 
sixties, but was not reissued in book form 
during the author’s lifetime, and seems to have 
been forgotten until now by his literary ex- 
ecutors. The story is of the adventure school, 
and deals with the career of a son of Prince 
Charles Edward. One of the central figures in 
the story is Mirabeau. The only mention of 
‘Gerald Fitzgerald” in Fitzpatrick’s ‘‘ Life of 
Lever” isa passage in which Dr. Fitzpatrick, 
says the Dublin University Magazine, passed 
into new hands after the death of James Mac- 
glashan, and Lever was asked to write a new 
serial for it. ‘‘Gerald Fitzgerald,” the name 
of acollege chum, was the result. 


WE understand that Em. Terquem will visit 
this country in February or March next to 
make arrangements with the book trade for a 
collective exhibit of its publications at the 
Paris exhibition of 1900. M. Terquem is too 
well known to need an introduction, having 
ably and satisfactorily represented the interests 
of the American publishing trade at the great 
exhibitions at Paris in 1878 and 1889. Accord- 
ing to the report of Ferdinand W. Peck, Com- 
missioner-General to the Paris Exposition of 
1900, the space available to exhibitors from 
the United States, including the Government, 





amounts to 210,836 square feet, or about five 
acres. Of this space 11,400 square feet has 
been allotted to the department of Education 
and Liberal Arts, in which the publishing trade 
will be represented. The treatment of our 
country and its prospective exhibitors by the 
Frenchmen running the Exhibition in 1900 is 
likely to be liberal, friendly, and courteous, as 
has. been the case in the past. 


To the sixpenny edition of ‘‘Called Back,” 
recently published in London, Mr. Arrowsmith, 
‘*Hugh Conway’s”’ friend and publisher, con- 
tributes a preface telling the book’s story. 
‘‘ Hugh Conway” wrote ‘‘ Called Back” in six 
weeks for the sum—suggested by himself—of 
480. That wasin February and March, 1883. 
The book came out as Arrowsmith’s Christmas 
Annual for that year at sixpence, but it sold 
only to the extent of 3000 in three months. 
But in January, 1884, a notice in 7ruth ap- 
peared, and straightway a demand for the 
book began. This is one of the cases where a 
review really was of use, for Mr. Arrowsmith 
had to reprint and reprint steadily. The story 
used to be told that the Prince of Wales gave 
the popularity of ‘‘Called Back”’ its best im- 
petus, but Mr. Arrowsmith says nothing of 
that. His introduction continues: ‘‘ Up tothe 
present time there have been printed and sold 
no fewer than 370,000 copies. This number 
refers to Great Britain and the Colonies alone, 
and does not include the enormous number of 
editions in the United States, where it is well 
known the sale was much greater than in Great 
Britain; in those days there was no copyright 
in the United States for an English author, and 
it may, perhaps, be placed on record that out of 
the number of publishers in the United States 
who issued ‘Called Back’ only one made any 
acknowledgment, and it is to the credit of 
Henry Holt & Co., of New York, that cheques 
on account of royalties came regularly from 
them to Bristol. Letters poured in to the 
author from all parts of the world, and there is 
hardly any language in which ‘Called Back’ 
has not been printed.” To the credit of Mr. 
Arrowsmith it may be added that he cancelled 
his original agreement with the author, and 
paid him a royalty on every copy sold.
